Prior to Applicant's invention, to Applicant's knowledge, an individuals personal 
computer (PC) could only be accessed via a network using specialized software such as 
PC Anywhere, windows dial up networking, or a client server system which has a limited 
number of station locations. This requires very specialized software at both locations along 
with periodic maintenance at both locations. The worst part of this situation is that each 
individual is responsible for upgrading, both his hardware and software. The PC 
obsolescence rate is approximately every eighteen months and is not expected to change 
in the next twenty years. Both of these problems make using a personal computer very 
time consuming (low productivity) and location restrictive (inconvenient) at best. 

The two current basic solutions to these PC problems revolve around (a) the 
portable computer and (b) the attempt to expand and simplify client/server systems.

The portable computer industry has grown rapidly to try and eliminate the location 
restrictions, but portable PC machines suffer from the same obsolescence problems along 
with another major inconvenience. That of having to carry a computer when traveling and 
batteries etc. 



The solution by the so called "thin client" PC networks is to connect inexpensive 
PC's (referred to as thin clients) to a company network so employees do not have to 
maintain as many files at their locations. Such approaches are practical for the work place 
where many files are shared, but not for the individuals Personal Computer where no files 
are shared.
